RE: MTC TIP Revision No. 2015-06 — Amendment
Dear Mr. Aljabiry:

Please be advised that MTC recently made several changes to the 2015 Federal
Transportation Improvement Program (TIP). TIP Amendment 2015-06 revises 23
projects with a net increase in funding of approximately $64 million. Among other
changes, the revision:

e Updates the funding plans of three projects funded through the Non-
Motorized Transportation Pilot Program (NMTPP) and amends one
previously archived, exempt, NMTPP funded project back into the TIP to
reflect the latest programming decisions;

e Amends five new exempt projects and one new non-exempt project into the
TIP with funding available through the Federal Transit Administration's
(FTA) Passenger Ferry Grant Program, the Federal Highway Administration's
(FHWA) Ferry Boat Program, the Surface Transportation Program (STP), the
Transit Capital Priorities (TCP) Program and local programs;

e Amends two new grouped listings into the TIP and updates the funding plan
and back-up listing of one existing grouped listing to reflect the latest
information from Caltrans; and

e Deletes one locally funded project from the TIP as the funding has been
redirected.

The modifications made pursuant to this revision do not require a new regional
emissions analysis because the projects were found to conform as a part of a previous
analysis, pursuant to the transportation conformity provisions found in 40 CFR Part
93 section 122(g). MTC’s 2015 TIP, including Revision No. 2015-06, was
developed through a continuing, cooperative, comprehensive transportation planning
process in accordance with 23 U.S.C. §134 and 49 U.S.C. Chapter 53 and MTC’s
Public Participation Plan.
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TIP financial constraint documentation submitted with this revision shows that MTC’s TIP is
financially constrained as required by the federal surface transportation programs authorizing
legislation and statewide and metropolitan planning and programming regulations. MTC’s 2015
TIP, as revised with TIP Revision No. 2015-06, remains in conformity with the applicable State
Implementation Plan (SIP) for air quality and the revision does not interfere with the timely
implementation of the Transportation Control Measures contained in the SIP.
